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Church Of Christ — Elba Landmark 


The Elba Church of 
Christ is an outgrowth of the 
Liberty congregation which 
presently meets about 5S 
miles from Elba on the 
Samson Road. The John J. 
English family, J.L. Young 
family, M.A. Owens and Ora 
Lunsford, and others who 
were formerly members of 
the Liberty congregation 
removed to the City of Elba 
in the early 1900's. 

The first regular 
meetings were held in the old 
W.D. Patrick movie theater. 
For a period of several years 
afterward, meetings were 
held in the school building 
and the courthouse. 

A Christian Church group 
was meeting during this time 
in the old Masonic Lodge 
Building. The two groups 
united to form one congrega- 
tion, 3 

Around 1920, a tent 
meeting was conducted on 
the square by W.T. Grider 
and Fred M, Little of Catoma 
Street Church of Christ, 
Montgomery, Alabama. As 
a result of this meeting, 
plans developed for a 
permanent church building. 
A lot was purchased from 
L.C, Powell and the building 
was begun in 1921. It was 
completed in 1922 at which 
time the membership was 
about 50. A preacher’s home 
was constructed about 1950 
ona lot adjoining the church 
property. In 1956, additional 
classroom facilities were con- 
structed. The first church 


building was constructed by 
Jack and Arthur Owen, 
brothers’ of Ora Lunsford. 
This building is presently 
owned by the county and 
utilized as offices for various 
branches of county 
government. 

W.T. Grider preached for 
the Elba Church for several 
years before moving to Troy 
to work with the new con- 
gregation there. James C. 
Dixon became the next 
minister and worked with the 
church as well as being 
principal of the city schools 
for a period of 26 years. The 
next minister was George 
Herring, followed by Curtin 
Duke. Jerry Humphries 
came for a short ministry 
followed by Raymond Elliott, 
Demar Elam, Terry 
Gunnells, Clifford Smith, Joe 
Nall, and now Terry Gunnells 
serves the church again, 
returning in 1978. 

Gunnells is a native of 
South Carolina. He has 
served churches there and in 
Alabama. He is married to 
the former Emma Jean Black 
of Olar, South Carolina. 
They have five children: 
Lawrence, 23, living in 
Montgomery; Teresa 
Ridings, 22, married, and 
living in Leavenworth, KS; 
Etheridge, 19, a student at 
Freed-Hardeman College; 
Erwin, 17, a senior at Elba 
High School; and Timothy 
12, a seventh grader at Elba 
Junior High. 

Those who serve as

COLD WEATHER AND 
GARDENS 

I have been receiving 
several calls concerning the 
progress of gardens. Most 
all garden plants are doing 
very poorly so far this year. 
The. Irish potatoes are 
-turning yellor, -getting ‘back 
turning yellow, getting black 
spots on the leaves, and not 
growing verv well. The 


tomato plants that are out are 
drawing up and turning 
purplish. The snap beans 
are more or less standing still 
and not putting on any 

. All this is due to the 
unusually cool weather that 
continues to persist in the 
deep south. I feel that as 
soon as the nights warm up 
to somewhere in the 60’s our 
gardens will really come out

and start doing well. Until 
then, we are not going to get 
much growth in our gardens. 

I would suggest 
sidedressing these plants to 
make sure our nitrogen level 
is up where it should be. The 
heavy rains may have 
leached out much of our 
nitrogen. 


TAGGING PLANTS

plants that would make good 
shrubs or trees for your land- 
scape. In order to identify 
these trees next fall when the 
leaves and blooms are off, 
you need to tag these plants 
now.

Just like any other 
they must be watered, 
and weeded. They don’ + fike 
the sun and don’t like the 
cold. They like moist, shady 
places with plenty of good 
food - and they’ll eat and 
grow fat and be happy. Then 
you can buy a box and go 
fishing! 

That is - a box of 
earthworms - or wigglers. 
But before they get to the 
box in the bait store, they 
must be ‘‘planted,’’ grown 
and harvested; and that is 
what Harry Jacobs is doing 
at his place on Rt. 1, Elba. 

Harry had a natural spot 
for his operation - a thicket - 
‘‘a swamp, really,’’ he says, 
‘and I just cleared it out.”’ 
He left many small trees and 
has planted some more - 
some worrisome Chinaberry 
trees, ‘‘because they are 
fast-growing shade trees.’ 

Jacobs became interested 
in growing the wigglers after 
he discovered his leftovers 
from a 3’ x 6’ bed for fishing 
would live and multiply. He 
also read of worm farms; and 
about a year ago purchased 
30,000, putting them into 
three beds of 10,000 each. At 
the present time he has four 
beds. 

He mulched the areas

leaves, ‘‘anything that will 
decay and make a good 
mulch.’’ He did not have to 
water them during the ample 
rainfall of late, but in dryer 
weather he will. Also, there

must be some drainage, as it 
is not good for the water to 
stand on the beds. 

This year will make his 
first real harvest, and with 
Mr. Kie Sasser helping him, 
they count the worms and a 
wholesaler picks them up at 
his house once a week. He 
then re-sells them to outlets 
or ships them off, etc. Sasser 
figured his rate of production 
recently at about 10,000 in a 
day and a half. 


“I’m really enjoying 
this,’’ Jacobs said. He works 
with them off and on 
throughout the day. 

‘When we finish one 
bed, we'll go on to another,’’ 
the new farmer explained, 
“then we'll give it about 
three weeks to build back 
up.”’ They limit their harvest 
to a certain size, collecting 
only the nice big ones. 

The wigglers, ‘‘night 
crawlers,’’ ‘‘jumpers,’’ etc. 
feed near the surface, and as 
the name implies, at night. 
“They are to be different- 
iated from Northern night 
crawlers, though,!’ 
emphasized Jacobs. ‘‘These 
southern ones are “Gray 
Night Crawlers.’’ 

As with other crops, 
certain invaders must be 
kept out, such as moles, 
ants, etc. He uses traps for 
the moles, and recently has 
put out some Castor Bean 
plants to repel them. As for 
ants, ‘I’ve found I can just 
turn the water hose into their 
colony and let it run for 
several hours, and that will 


run them off. Ants would 
aD a good bed in no time at 
These little creatures eat 
‘thigh on the hog,’’ too - fare 
such as crushed corn, and 
special purchased worm 
food. ‘‘They’ll eat anything, 
really,’’ said Jacobs, ‘‘just so 
it is high in protein - the 
richer, the better -- and they 
love sweets! Peanut hay has 
a certain sweet taste - that’s 
the reason it is so good for 
them.’’ They come to the top 
of the ground to feed, and 
when being harvested, they 
can be found in the top 
six-eight inches of ground. 
Offspring are hatched 
from a capsule-like egg that 
is begun as a white band 
around the worm’s body. ‘‘I 
guess you could say they are 
bi-sexual,”’ explained 
Jacobs, ‘‘since both male 
and female carry the eggs 
after they are fertilized.’ 
The band of fertilized eggs 
works its way forward until it 
comes off over the head and 
is deposited in the earth as a 
hard white capsule; and 
hatches in approximately 
three months, containing 
from 3 - 20 tiny worms. In 
their infancy, they are as tiny 
white threads, gradually 
growing larger and changing 
into their brownish color. 
Will worms make Harry 
Jacobs rich? ‘‘I doubt it,’’ he 
laughs. ‘‘Right now, it’s just 
a hobby, but if in the process 
I make a little money, I’m not 
gonna complain about that 
either.”’

It may be that 
those individuals who 
wanted to plant corn and 
were not able to because of 
the wet weather may want to 
plant grain sorghum. Grain 
sorghum is worth about 90 
percent of the value of corn 
as a feed. The price usually 
runs 10-15 percent below 
that of corn. 


PRECISION 


Iam glad to see renewed 
interest in doing a better job 
of land preparation and 
application of herbicides. I 
talked to a sprayer parts 
dealer a few days ago, and he 
said that a lot of farmers 
have bought new nozzles so 
as to get more accurate 
application of herbicides to 


peanuts. It is not only impor- 

tant to have good nozzles, 
but make sure each nozzle is 
putting out the same amount 
of chemical. 

If you take time to do this 
job properly and check the 
output of each nozzle two or 
three times a day, you will 
get much better grass and 
weed control. This will also 
cause less stunting of 
peanuts.

‘*Huck’’ or ‘‘Swedish’’ weaving is a simple wervine 
method that uses unique color designs with a variety 
threads. There are six basic stitch types and techniques for 
working the huck patterns. 

‘*Huck”’ is an even weave fabric characterized by raised 
threads called ‘‘floats’’. The floats spear on both sides of the 
fabric. On the rough side, the float’s single and runs. 
Pasaicraerpal to the selvage. On the smooth side the float is 

ouble and runs parallel to the selvage. 

The most commonly used thread for huck weaving is 
6-strand cotton huck fabric. However some fabrics and 
patterns may require fewer strands. 

Mrs. McCarroll also demonstrated ‘‘chicken scratch.” 
‘Chicken scratch’’ is embroidered on gingham chek, but 
looks like Teneriffe lace. ;

English said all involved had 
given a lot of thought to the decision 
and he expressed his personal thanks to 
Cook and the entire board for their 
dedication to the project. 

Cook said the board was real excited 
over the potential of this action. He 
pointed out that without the help of the 
office of the mayor, the action would 
have been impossible. ‘‘Phelps and his 
staff are compatible with our com- 
munity,’’ Cook said. He continued with 
“They are close by and if we have a 
problem, we can be looking them 
eyeball to eyeball within 45 minutes,”’ 

Phelps said, ‘‘On behalf of National 
Healthcare, we are thrilled to be 
involved with the people of Elba.’’ He 
explained that. his firm now operates 
five hospitals, ranging. from 22 to 400 
beds, two nursing homes and a string of 
pharmacies.

When added to the routine work load, 
this would reveal that a deputy worked 
what would amount to 348 days a year! 

Based on the state method of giving 
employees compensatory time at a scale 
of one-and-a-half, a deputy will have 
earned 1057.5 hours in ‘‘comp time’’ or 
135.41 days. 

When looked at financially, a deputy 
working 705 overtime hours would be 
entitled to $6,345 in overtime pay (this 
figure also based on time-and-a-half).

By not receiving any overtime 
compensation, according to Sheriff 
Paul, each deputy would realize this 
loss in deserved pay. 

“Overtime. is something we don't 
have any control over,’’ stated Paul, 
who stated he had worked up a plan to 
put each deputy on a fixed salary with 
an increase in base pay. This plan also 
included a proposal to employ two 
additional deputies and will be finalized 
prior to the adoption of the 1984 budget. 

County Attorney Warren Rowe, who 
was present at a recent meeting 
between the sheriff and the 
commissioners, stated, ‘‘The code 
states overtime will be paid in 
emergency situations, but long hours 
spent delivering court papers is not an 
emergency.”’ 

Rowe suggested the possibility of 
the commission hiring ‘‘process 
servers’’ to serve court papers, thus 
allowing the deputies to devote their 
time to protecting the citizens of the 
county. Under the proposal, the 
process servers would be private 
contractors hired on a per paper basis. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley, 
representing the Goodman Water 
Authority, informed his colleagues that 
county work crews had done a con- 
siderable amount of damage to the 
Authority's equipment over the years, 
including cutting water lines and 
damaging hydrants. The damage was 
estimated to be in excess of $500 and it 
was also estimated the county had used 
over $300 worth of water. The 
commission voted to pay the amount of 
the claim, which was $829.60.
